One of the most common forms of Carelessness, Dis- 
courtesy and Lack of Common-sense is “hogging the road.”

If you have the “road hog” habit, stop 
it. You have no right to create congestion and danger for 
others, nor even to run the risk of being mixed up your- 
self in an accident brought about by your own discourtesy. 
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Another increase in traffic is expected this year. The 
accident hazard increases even more rapidly than the. 
traffic. While the Highway Traffic Act provides against 
practically every type of accident that can be foreseen, 
rules and regulations cannot control all human conduct. 
Upon individual drivers, and pedestrians too, depends 
the responsibility for lessening motor accidents. tN

though it has long seemed to mark the end of/time ditty “This is the jay that was given aryl 


a vista, and many have hardly sought ‘to look 
beyond it, this goal is termed “commencement”. | 
Why, more than one undergraduate asks him 
self, should such a name be given to a day or a 
ceremony which,appears to stand at the end of 
) an n epoch? Why .give a name which signifies a 
(_veginning- to an event which marks the con- 
summation of a-long course of study? 

The trouble, of course, lies not in the word, 
which is a fine old one, but in the point of 
view. The completion of a college course is 
not an “enf-alj,” bubreally a “commencement.” ! 
It-id a commen t of a new and, higher ex- 
periencd, an eleva ion to'a plane: ‘above that 
uyon which, phe’ has been ‘living. * 

The word was originally sac hered in this 
sense to signify the granting of an academic 
degree, upon “receipt of which the scholar en- 
tered upon & career as a man‘of learning. Many 
an old book speaks ‘of a student as having 
“commenced Bachelor of Arts,” or Master, or 
Doctor, as the case might be, on a certain date. 
The emphasis lay not on the accomplishment 
of past: years, but upon the newly, opening vista 
of usefulness in a more advanced field of activ- 
ity. In a sense, one’s life as a scholar only 
commenced with the taking of a degree.

T¢ has been granted to me to achieve what I set 
out todo. That is honor enough for one man. 
Henceforward, T shall always take a lively in- 
terest in the yet unsolved_scientific phenomena 
of the distant polar:regions, but I cannot hope 
to find a possible field of achievement as im- 
portant as that.which lies behind me. I shall 
therefore rest content with these scientific 
problems and. shali devote the most of my time 
to writing and lecturing, and to the ‘pleasure of} 
association with my many friends in America 
and Europe. ; 

Yet at thid“very moment Roald Amundsen Is 
preparing to leave his comfortable howe on the 
Oslo fjord and go to the relief of a man whom 
he had not of late regarded as one of those 
friends. Yesterday Captain Amundsen tele- 
graphed the French Minister of Marine to thank 
him for offering a seaplane with Commander 
Gullband as pilot to carry him to Spitsbergen. 
The explorer annouunced that, if permitted, he 
ywould take with him Lieutenant Dietrichsen, 
who had flown with Ellsworth and himself to- 
ward the Pole in 1925. Dietrichsen, it said, 
knew conditions in the Arctic too well to be left 
out. This was the old Amundsen, the stout- 
hearted navigator of the Northwest Passage, 
the conqueror of the South Pole. If Ke gets up 
to the ice pack off Northeast Lafid in time to 
relieve Nobile, the meeting between them would 
call for a writer with the gift of narrative and a 
photographer with imagination.

"THE tremendous importance of radio as 2 life 

> saver has been shown in the adventure of 
General Umberto Nobile in the fastnesses of 
the Arctic, notes the Montreal Gazette. The 
Italian aviator and his party. would, in all pro- 
bability, have wandered about until all had per- 
ished had it not been for the fact that they were 
eguipped with a.radio’set, by means of which 
they were able-to let a waiting world know of 
their plight.
